PASSENGERS SHOT BY BANDITS 


Hold up Interurban Car and Attemp 


to Relieve 22 People of 


Valuables. 


According to a belated story that 
reached this city today, Mert W ol­ 
cott, son of Mr. and Mrs. Frank W ol­ 
cott of 731 North Perkins street, was 
on an interurban car out of Los A n­ 
gelet, Cal., where lie has been for 
a few months, which was held up by 
two daring masked 
robbers, about 
one week ago. 
The robbery was nip­ 
ped in the bud by the timely inter­ 
ference of one of the passengers who 
shot one of the bandits and seriously 
wounded him. 
He was 
captured 
while on the 
way to Los 
Angeles, 


seeking medical aid. 
A police drag­ 
net was put out for the other robber 
and it is 
supposed 
that he 
was 
caught. 
The local boy was uninjur­ 
ed in the chaos, when bullets were 
flying through the air very frequent­ 
ly but lie- had to stand with hands up 


in the same 
manner as 
the other 
twenty-one passengers did. 
Yeung Wolcott sent a copy of the 
Los Angeles “ Examiner” here to his 
parents, which describes in detail the 
robbery, which was said to be the 
most daring hold-up attempted there. 
The article says that the ear was 


out-bound 
from Los 
Angeles for 
Santa Monica and was running at 
the usual speed when the motorman 
stopped the car to 
allow the 
men 
to gea aboard. 
They 
were 
both 
masked 
and shouted 
to 
the pas­ 
sengers “ Hands U p ” and then they 
looked down the barrels of two large 
revolvers, 


While one of the bandits took mon­ 
ey. jewelry and other valu ab les from 
the passengers, the other held them 
at the point of his revolver. 
One 
passenger, who was behind the man 
with the gun, drew his revolver and 
shot point blank at the man relieving© 
the passengers of their money. 
Tile 
bullet passed through his jaw, shat­ 
tering the bone and tearing out many 
c f his teeth. 
The enraged 
bandit 
turned on the man and fired into the 
crowd, the bullet passing through 
the neck of an innocent 
passenger 
and seriously 
injuring 
him. 
The 
hold-up- man exclaimed according to 
the newspaper article, as he jumped 
from the car and escaped, “ You can’t 
>hnot and expect to kill me. 
I ’m the 
hest shot in the country.” 


Mert Wolcott, who wrote his par­ 
ents about his part in the affair, said 
that he was standing by during the 
whole proceedings, 
expecting 
the 
bandits to call on bim to deliver his 
valuables in a very short time. 
He 
would have been relieved, had the 
passenger not 
interfered 
when he 
shot at the hold-up man. 


In the newspaper article, many in­ 


teresting episodes are enumerated, 
among which was that of a woman 
passenger who tore up her dress to 
bandage the wound of a bov who had 
been shot. 
Several of the passengers 
were shot by stray 
bullets, which 
were flying thick and fast for a time, 
but none of the passengers was bad­ 
ly hurt with the exception of the one 
man who was shot through the neck. 


Charley Wolfe, widely known for 
his fit throwing skill came to Con­ 
nersville from Hamilton, Ohio, Tues­ 
day night, 
says 
the 
Connersville 
News. 
He became intoxicated, it is 
understood, and was placed in jail 
in the midst of one of his “ spells.” 
Yesterday he was released in order 
that he 
might go to a stock 
farm 
near Shelbyville, where he said lie 
was employed.

The Proctor bill provides that a 
petition for a local option election 
shall bear signatures equal to 20 per 
cent of the total number of voters in 
the territory comprising the local op­ 
tion unit. 
Just how to determine the 
total number of voters in the terri­ 
tory of a township outside of a city 
is the question to be determined and 
covered by the new bill. 


It has been argued that the county 
commissioners should cause a poll to 
be taken in that 
part of 
the city 
which extends into the township, but 
this has not been selected as the best 
method for arriving at the informa­ 
tion desired. 
The Proctor act pro­ 
vides 
that in such cases 
the aggre­ 
gate number of voters in the terri­ 
tory shall be determined by subtract­ 
ing from the aggregate 
number of 
[voters cast for all 
candidates for 
secretary of State in the township 
Hie aggregate number of votes east 
for mayor in the last preceding city 
election, but its author overlooked 
the condition where a city might lie in 
two or more toAvnships, as is true in a 
number of cases. 


It is suggested that the enrolled bdl 
be beld up and amended on passage 
again to clarify the condition, but 
this, it was said, was not received 
with fav*or. 
The only solution left 
was for the bill to be signed by the 
Governor and amended by a special 
measure.

Nebraskan Serves Notice That Unless 


Day Is Given For Determining Lori- 


mer Case, Popular Election of Sena­ 


tors, the Tariff Beard and General 


Service Pensions, He W ill Hold Up 
the General Appropriation Bills. 


W ashington, Feb. 2.—The speech 
o f Senator Norris Brown of Nebraska 
on the Lorim er case, in which he 
serv ed notice on the senate that u nless 
an agreem ent was reached by which a 
day cou ld be fix ed for a v ote on the 
Lorim er case, on the resolu tion per­ 
taining to the selection of senators by 
popu lar v ote, on the bill to create a 
perm anent tariff board , and on a gen­ 
eral serv ice pension bill, none of the 
general appropriation bills wou ld be 
perm itted to pass, was the principal 
ev ent of y esterd ay ’s session of the 
senate. 
Senator Hale replied that appropri­ 
ation bills were nev er obtru d ed by 
way of obstru ction, and they wou ld be 
pressed regard less of other pend ing 
m atters. 
Senator Brown reiterated his notice 
that if the m easu res he had enu mer­ 
ated were not passed , that some of 
the general appropriation bills wou ld 
fail, and the annou ncement was re­ 
ceiv ed with interest becau se it will 
likely impose an ex tra session on the 
cou ntry . 
Senator Root gav e notice that he 
wou ld ad d ress the senate tomorrow 
on the Lorim er case. 
He is reported 
to be against seating Lorimer, bu t 
stated that he had not committed him­ 
self pu blicly on the m atter. 
That 
Senator 
Lorimer 
had 
fu ll 
knowled ge of the bribery by which it 
is charged his » election was procu red , 
was asserted by Senator Brown in the 
cou rse of his speech. 
Mr. Brown u n­ 
d ertook to show that the relations be­ 
tween Mr. Lorimer and Representativ e 
Lee O’Neill Browne had been su ch as 
to rend er it certain that Lorimer had 
been positiv ely ad v ised as to Browne’s 
operations in Lorim er’s behalf. 
To this end the senator u nd ertook 
to show that the su pport of Browne 
and his thirty Democratic followers 
had been procu red throu gh Speaker 
Shu rtleff, the roommate and warm 
friend of Mr. Lorimer, and that after 
Lorim er and Browne had been brou ght 
together they were in constant confer­ 
ence, m eeting as often as a d ozen 
tim es in one ev ening.

Mr. Brown regard the q u estions in­ 
v olv ed in the Lorimer case that he d e­ 
clared that a wrong ju d gment in it 
was “likely to mean and ou ght to 
mean ev entu ally the end of the sen­ 
ate.”

With 707 Bills Burdening Calendar, 
Both Houses Are Activ ely Engaged 
In Elim inative Process, Com m ittees 
Gleefully Slaughtering Such Meas- j 
ures as Merely Cum ber the Calendar 
— Useful Bills Arfe Being Adv anced. 


Indianap olis, 
Feb. 
2. — A ttorney s 
who say th a t the statutes are now in 
a dep lorable condition, due to lack of 
p rop er sup ervision, are giving consid­ 
erable 
attention 
to 
the 
bill 
intro­ 
duced by R ep resentative Sunkel to 
p rovide for a p erm anent board for re­ 
vising the statutes. 
The la te st re­ 
vision was m ade by a com m ission cre­ 
ated in 1905, at a cost of $25,000. 
Pre­ 
ceding that, a revision was m ade by a 
sp ecial com m ission in 1881, which cost 
$32,000. 
The bill of R ep resentative 
Sunkel provides th at th e board shall 
consist of the governor, the attorney 
general, the legislative librarian, and 
one judge each from the sup rem e and 
ap p ellate courts, to be selected by the 
m em bers of the courts. 
The proposed work of th e board 
shall be begun w ithin sixty day s after 
th e p assage of the bill if it becom es a 
law. 
The revision shall be in the 
hands of a chief reviser and assistants, 
who shall be selected by the board 
afte r having p assed such te st of com ­ 
p etency as m ay be required by the 
hoard. 
The reviser shall hold his of­ 
fice for four y ears, unless rem oved for 
cause. 
The com p ensation is to be de­ 
term ined by the board. 
To Sy stematize Work. 


The duties of th e revisers are set 
out as follows: 
To keep in the su­ 
p rem e court library a loose leaf set of 
statutes including all sections in force, 
w ith a card index; to keep in the li­ 
b rary a loose leaf ledger of court de­ 
cisions bearing on sections in force: 
to sup ervise and attend the p rep ara­ 
tion and p rinting of com p ilations of 
the statutes and indices, w henever or­ 
dered by th e legislature; to sup ervise 
the cim p ilation and .¿rinting of such 
p articular p arts of the sta tute s as may 
be ordered by th e board or heads of 
state dep artm ents ; to keep a loose leal 
record of all sections of statutes h ere­ 
tofore in force, but rep ealed, am ended 
or sup erseded by subsequent enact­ 
m ents. w ith notes of court decisions 
relating thereto, w ith com p lete card 
Indices p ertaining to such sections; to 
form ulate and p rep are a definite plan 
for th e order, classification, arrange­ 
m ent and p rinting of the statutes and 
session law s; to revise such p arts of 
the statutes as m ay be directed by the 
board during such tim e as the legisla­ 
ture is not in session, to be considered 
by th e board in Sep tem ber p receding 
any session of the general assem bly 
and subsequently laid before assem bly 
for ratification w ithin five day s after 
tfie convening thereof; to co-operate 
w ith the legislative reference dep art­ 
m ent of th e sta te library during the 
sessions of the general assem bly to 
aid the m em bers in such m anner as 
m ay be required by tbem . 
The bill p rovides th at questions a ris­ 
ing as to w hat law s or p arts of laws 
are in force on any p articular subject 
shall he p resented to the board for its 
determ ination.

FRED WARREN'S POSE 


GIVEN A HARD JOLT 


Présidant Taft's 
Opinion ol 


“Monk Heroics.” 


W ashington, Feb. 2.—F or alleged 
violation of the p ostal statutes Fred D. 
W arren of K ansas, editor of The Ap­ 
peal to Reason, a Socialist p ublication, 
will not have to sp end six m onths in 
Leavenw orth prison and pay a fine o£ 
$1,500. P resident T aft has m ade public 
a brief in the W arren case in which 
he com m utes the sentence of W arren 
by 
striking 
out 
th e 
im p risonm ent 
clause and reducing the fine to $100. 
In com m uting the sentence the p res­ 
ident took occasion to arraign the edi­ 
to r in unusually severe term s. 
“I 
would question/* say s Mr. Taft, “the 
wisdom of m aking the defendant con­ 
sp icuous and feeding his vanity by 
treating him seriously when his vio­ 
lence. his exaggerations, his wild ac­ 
cusations and his mock heroics ought 
to be treated with ridicule.” 
W arren 
was convicted of m ailing m atter in a 
covering upon which was stam p ed in 
red letters: 
“One thousand dollars 
rew ard will be paid to any p erson who 
kidnap s ex-Governor Tajdor and re ­ 
turns him to the K entucky authori­ 
ties.” 
T hese w ords w ere held by the fed­ 
eral authorities to be scurrillous and 
defam atory and obviously intended to 
reflect, upon the ch aracter of form er 
G overnor Tay lor. 
W arren was p rose­ 
cuted and convicted 
in the U nited 
States d istrict coun, and the sentence 
was later affirmed t y the circuit court 
of ap p eals. 
W arren has not y et gone to prison, 
but since his trial there has been much 
discussion of the case and several p e r­ 
sons have taken the attitud e t ’nat th e 
liberty of the p ress was endangered. 
In his brief Mr. T aft denies th at the 
liberty of free sp eech and of the p ress 
is in danger. 
The p resident goes on to say it is 
not a'p rosecution for libel, but a p rose­ 
cution for violation of the m ail regu­ 
lations. “To visit such an offense w ith 
severe p unishm ent,” he adds, “is like­ 
ly to ap p ear to the public to be an ef­ 
fort to p unish the defendant for som e­ 
th ing th a t could not be charged in the 
indictm ent. 
It would give an op p ortu­ 
nity to pose as a victim of govern­ 
m ental p rejudice. Petitions have been 
filed for the defendant's pardon.

Acety lene Plant Lets Go. 
Lap orte, Ind., Feb. 2.—An acety lene 
p lant a t the country hom e of George 
Francis, two m iles east of town, ex­ 
ploded, alm ost com p letely w recking 
the low er p art of the house and badly 
burning Mrs. Francis and two daugh­ 
ters, L ottie and Katherine, 


lost th eir lives and th at twenty -five of 
these w ere blown to p ieces near the 
p ier end. 
It was several m inutes before the 
railroad m en in the term inal under­ 
stood exactly w hat had occurred. Their 
first business had been to save their 
heads for th e glass roofs of th eir build­ 
ings w ere falling on them and p lanks 
rip p ed loose from th eir p iers had been 
fly ing p ast th eir heads. 
A fter they 
had clim bed out of th e heaped-up 
debris th eir next business was to care 
for the com p uters who w ere running 
about aim lessly w ith blood running 
from glass cuts on cheek and head, 
and for th eir own m en who had been 
Injured in the up heaval of glass and 
iron and sp linters. 
T rainm en running along the p iers 
and jum p ing over tw isted rails and 
betw een sh attered box cars to m ake 
a way , looked out tow ard the end of 
p ier seven and saw th at 200 feet of the 
solid pile-set p ier had been bitten 
short off, so th at the sp lintered edges 
of beam s p rojected oxer the black 
w ater; that a whole car of dy nam ite 
had vanished along with the p ier end; 
th a t another car containing cases of 
dy nam ite sticks had been rip p ed to 
pieces, sp illing dy nam ite over the de­ 
bris; th a t two ligh tets, the K atherin 
W . and the "Whistler, th a t had been 
taking on dy nam ite for the D upont De 
N em ours company , w ere gone, and 
th a t the ship s and lighters and barges 
laid up by p iers to the north w ere piled 
w ith w reckage and th at w herever their 
ey es traveled along th e w ater front of 
th e term inal w as nothing but w reck­ 
age and an Inextricable confusion of 
wood and iron and m erchandise. 
T h ere was not a sp ark of fire any ­ 
where. for the reason, p erhap s, th at 
th e dy nam ite had sp ent its greatest 
force rlverw ard and hurled em bers 
eith er into the river or onto the iron 
decks of ship s and lighters. 
All the way up through the term inal 
from the riverside w ere 
men ly ing 
against box cars or sitting som ew here 
in the w reckage feeling out th eir own 
Injuries. 
N ineteen out of tw enty , pos­ 
sibly , were^ bleeding from gashes in 
the lace or head caused by a show er 
of sp lintered glass from far on high. 
Up in the tralnshed and w aiting room 
of the Jersey C entral depot, about a 
thousand y ards from w here the dy na­ 
m ite le t go, th e re w ere scores who 
w ere cut 
deeply or groaned 
from 
broken bones or lay w eak and help less 
from the shock that had come upon 
them so am azingly . 
And so the am ­ 
bulance« m ade trip p fier trip , carry ing 
folks to the hosp itals. 
About fifty 
w ere brought over to M anhattan. 
A 
hundred w ere taken to the three J e r­ 
sey City hosp itals. 
A stonishingly few 
j w ere seriously hurt. 
! 
E num erating the dead was a puzzle 
th at the authorities gave up until such 
definite inform ation as the nam es and 
w hereabouts of the Polacks who had 
been loading dy nam ite cases on the 
ligh ter K atherine W. and the lighter 
W histler, and th e nam es and w herea­ 
bouts of the crew s of the lighters had 
been obtained. T h ere w ere fragm ents 
of bodies here and there—a leg and an 
arm high up in the rigging of a w reck­ 
ed Norw egian ship ; a dead m an in the 
hold of th e sam e ship ; a sh attered 
torso am ong the coal piles on p ier 
nine. 
But th ere w ere twenty -five men 
squarely at the center of the explosion, 
and not a trace of them save the th ree 
m angled bodies was found. 
Three- 
quarters of a m ile away at th e Tooth­ 
pick pier, the cap tain of th e tugboat 
Tuohy was blown through his p ilot­ 
house and killed, which m ade up the 
num ber of dead p ositively known as 
four. 
T here was hardly any doubt in the 
m inds of the railroad men after, they 
had talked w ith the barge skip p ers 
and the dock w orkers, som e of whom 
had been less than 200 y ards aw ay 
from the dy nam ite car, th a t all of the 
twenty -five had been destroy ed.
